Cuba, Dominican

SANTIAGO, Chile iA P )-A ses­ 
sion of the inter-American foreign 
m inisters’ meeting broke up in 
chaos Thursday night after a heat­ 
ed exchang e 
between

from Cuba and the Dominican Re­ 
public. 


The conference here is seeking 
some way to ease conflicts be­ 
tween countries of the Caribbean 
—principally Cuba and the Domin­ 
icans. 


The conference chairm an. Ger­ 
man Vergara Donoso, had difficul­ 
ty adjourning the session after 
banging his g avel repeatedly while 
Raul Roa of Cuba and Porfirio 
Herrera Baes of the Dominican 
Republic shouted charg es at each 
other. 
The clash between the two for­ 
eign m inisters cam e after Roa 
denounced the Dominican Repub­ 
lic in a speech.

Prime Minister Fidel Castro, and 
Generalissim o Rafael L. Trujillo,

These Days

The Russian Government 


Each people has its own form of government which 
fu nctions for it b u t perhaps for no other people. Alex­ 
ander Kerensky attempted to develop a democratic 
government for Ru ssia; he failed b ecau se the Ru ssian 
people did not u nderstand what he and his associates 
were talking ab ou t. 
For a thou sand years, Ru ssia 
M 
lived u nder au tocracy, u nder a despotism centered in 
* 
the Czar and su pported b y a small and sometimes 
enlightened nob ility. 
Althou gh the serfs had b een emancipated in 
they really did not own their land. Most of them were 
what we, in the United Slates, wou ld call Tenant 
Farm ers, hu t living in a greater poverty than has ever 
b een known on this continent. 


Another tartor which affected conditions In 
Ru ssia in 1917 was the collapse of the Eastern front 
In the war against Germany. Whatever might he 
said today ab ou t the Czarina and Raspu tin, the 
troops at the front had seen their colleagu es m u r­ 
dered b y the Germans. The troops were deserting 
b y the thou sands. 
I was in Ru ssia in 1917 and 
witnessed the spectacle of soldiers walking home 
from military service, only to find in their villages 
su ch poverty as they cou ld not imagine. 


The popu lar party in Ru ssia among the intelligent 
people was the Social Revolu tionary Party headed b y 
Kerensky. 
The Social Democrats were divided into 
two grou ps, one qu ite large; the other very small. The 
large grou p was called Mensheviks; the small, com­ 
pact fraction was called Bolsheviks. 
This division 
cam e ab ou t in London in 1903 when the Social Demo­ 
crats had to decide whether they wou ld accept the 
extreme Marxist program of permanent world revo­ 
lu tion. Lenin's program was accepted, b u t his party 
remained small; was limited to intellectu als, most of 
whom lived ou tside of Ru ssia. 
His party was the 
majority of this meeting. 
The data is complete to estab lish that the Germans 
su b sidized the reappearance in Ru ssia of Lenin and a 
small grou p of associates. They were sent from Switz­ 
erland throu gh Germany in a sealed train. 
In .Ju ly 
1917, they tried to seize power and failed. 
Althou gh 
Lenin was the u nqu estioned leader of the Bolsheviks, 
their philosopher and strategist, their organizing geniu s 
was Leon Trotzky. 
They had set thcm sehes u p at the Smolny In.sli- 
tu te. a school for girls of the nob ility. Here su ch per­ 
sons as Zinoviev. Kamenev. Stalin. Kollontai, as well 
as Lenin and Trotzky had their ofiiccs. The secretary 
of the party was one Bonch-Bru evich. 
At this point it is nece.ssary to explain the pecu liar 
natu re of the Soviet government which is not a repu b ­ 
lic or a democracy b u t Is a cou ntry held in tu telage 
b y a {Kilitical party which alone may exist 
When in 
their variou s docu ments the Ru ssian.s speak of the 
government and people as two .separate entities, that 
is a precise statement of their theory. 
The party 
instru cts and gu ides the people du ring a period of 
Socialism u ntil Commu nu sm .shall b e achieved when 
government will wither on the vine. 
In a word, this system of government which seems 
go qu eer to u s is designed to end in nihilism, b u t that 
Is theory 
In practice, the Soviet system retains many 
featu res of au tocracy 
It is impossib le to wipe ou t 
the tradition.s and hab its of thou ght of a thou sand 
years b y u kaze. 


Thu » , what happened u nder Lenin and Trnlzky 
was an experiment with hoeialism in one cou ntry 
while 
organizing for 
revolu tion throu ghou t 
the 
world. 
While l^enin was laying down the theorv 
0 
and operation of this new form of government and 
Trotzky was b u ilding the Red Army to safegu ard 
Ru ssia from attack and cou nter-revolu tion, .Stalin 
b ecame secretary of the party and organized him- 
self as a political b oss. It is amazing how this 
short, stu nted Georgian, hy patronage, fear and 
mu rder, b u ilt the 
party 
into an instru ment of 
personal power. 
.Stalin governed Ru ssia as the 
( zar governed Ru ssia; he hu ilt a tightly-controlled 
party into a dominant elite. 


We do not know enou gh ab ou t Stalin the man. 
ab ou t his family life, b u t we do know that he b rooked 
no opposition whatsoever, that he produ ced a regime 
as frightfu l as that of Ivan the Terrib le and that 
in more than 20 years of ru le, he b rooked no rival, 
tolerated no opposition, killed off his equ als and 
trained su b ordinates who were technicians rather than 
politicians. 
.As an organizer he was u ndou b tedly a 
geniu s; as a hu man b eing, he was b ru tal and self- 
centered 
Pu t he left Ru ssia stronger than he fou nd if.

The Russian Government 


E a ch people has it* own form of government which 
functions for it but perhaps for no other people. Alex­ 
ander Kerensky attempted to develop a dem ocratic 
government for Russia; he failed because the Russian 
people did not understand what he and his associates 
were talking about. 
F or a thousand years, Russia 
* 
lived under autocracy, under a despotism centered iii 
" 
the Czar and supported by a small and som etim es 
enlightened nobility. 


Although the serfs had been em ancipated in 1861, 
they really did not own their land. Most of them were 
what we. in the United States, would call Tenant 
F a rm e rs, hut living in a greater poverty than has ever 
been known on this continent. 


Another 
lector 
which 
affected 
condition# 
In 
Russia in 1917 wa* the collapse of the Eastern front 
in the war against Germ any. 
Whatever might he 
aaid today about the Clarina and Rasputin, the 
troops at the frost had seen their colleagues m ur­ 
dered by the Germans. The troops were deserting 
by the thousands. 
I was in Russia in 1917 and 
witnessed the spectacle of soldiers walking home 
from military service, only to find in their villages 
such poverty as they could not imagine. 


The popular party in Russia among the intelligent 
people was the Social Revolutionary P arty headed b y 
Kerensky. 
The Social Democrats were divided into 
two group*, one quite large; the other very small The 
large group was called Mensheviks; the small, c o m ­ 
pact fraction 
was called 
Bolsheviks. 
This division 
cam e about in London in 1903 when the Social Demo­ 
c ra t* had to decide whether they would accept the 
extrem e Marxist program of permanent world revo­ 
lution. 
L en in * program was accepted, hut his party 
remained sm all; wa* limited to intellectuals, most of 
whom lived outside of Russia 
His party was the 
m ajority of this meeting 


The d a ta is complete to establish th a t the Germ ans 
subsidized th e reappearance in Russia of Lenin and a 
sm all group of associates 
They were sent from Switz­ 
erland through Germ any in a sea le d train. 
In Ju ly 
1917, they tried to seize power and failed. 
Although 
Lenin was the unquestioned leader of the Bolsheviks. 
their philosopher and s tra te g Ls t, th e ir organizing genius 
was Leon Trotzky. 


They had set themselves up at the Smolny Insti­ 
tute. a school for girLs of the nobility. 
Here such p er­ 
sons as Zinoviev. Kamenev. Stalin, Kollontai, as well 


ms Lenin and Trotzky had their offices. The secretary 
of the party was one Bonch-Bruevich. 


At this point it is necessary to explain the p e c u lia r 
nature of the Soviet government which is not a repub­ 
lic or a dem ocracy but is a country held in tutelage 
b y a polit leal party which alone m ay exist 
When in 
their various documents the Russians speak of the 
government and people as two separate entities, that 
is a precise statement of their theory. 
The p a r ty 
instruct* and guides the people during a period of 
Socialism until Communi*m shall he achieved when 
government will wither on th e vine. 


In a word, this system of government which seem s 
to queer to us is designed to end in nihilism, hut that 
is theory 
In prattle*, the Soviet system retains many 
feature* of autocracy 
It is impossible to wipe out 
the traditions and habits of thought of a thousand 
years by ukaze 


Thus, what happened under Lenin md Trotzky 
wa* an experiment with Socialism in one country 
while 
organizing 
for 
revolution 
throughout 
the 
world. 
While Lenin wa* laying down the theory 
| 
and operation of th o new form of government and 
Trotzky wa* building the Red Army to *afeguard 
Russia from attack and counter-revolution. Stalin 
becam e secretary of the party and organized him- 
•elf as a political hot*. 
It is amazing how this 
•bort, stunted Georgian, bv p atro n ag e fear and 
murder, 
built 
the 
party 
into 
an 
instrument 
of 
personal power. 
Stalin governed 
Russia 
as the 
Czar governed Russia; he built a tightly-controlled 
party into a dominant elite. 


We do not know enough about Stalin the man, 
•bout hi* family life, but we do know that he brooked 
no opposition whatsoever 
that he produced a regime 
ms frightful as that of Ivan the Terrible and that 
in more than 20 years of rule, he brooked no rival, 
tolerated 
no 
opposition, 
killed 
off 
b u 
equals

trained subordinates who were te c h r x ia n * rather than 
politicians 
As an organizer he wa* undoubtedly a 
genius; as a human being, he was brutal and self- 
centered 
But he left Russia stronger than he found it.
